.|TOTAL STRENGTH OF - 
British Bronght Victory by Unexpect | 
‘Rush of Cavalry Forces—~ 
Turks ‘Surprised . 

London. Sept. 23.—Reparts ‘from 
the Palestine front Monday ‘indicate 
that none of the Turkish iforee of at 
least 40,000 men trapped by’ the: Brit- 
ish through the seizure of the last of 
the passages of the Jordan can pos- 
sibly get away. Virtually the’ entire 
Turkish force is.or will Be accounted 
ér in killed woiinded and prisoners. 
Hundreds of stragglers are being 
found wandering about in the moun- 
tainous country aimlessly without a 

teader or purpose. 

The Turks thad about seven divi- 
sions south of Nazareth and west of 
the Jordan, but the exact total can- 
not be determined owing to the weak- ‘ 
ness of the Turkish divisions, the 
different units varying. The total of 
25,000 prisoners reported, however, is 
believed to be far less than the final 
count will. show as at last reports 
prisoners were still being brought in. 

The clean-up effected thy General 
Allenby, which is pointed to here as 
the quickest and most complete of 
the entire wat, is counted as having 
definitely deprived the Turks of Pai- 
estine. 

The Turkish disaster is bound to 
have the mdst profound reaction in 


100, 000, 


Gen. Allenby’s remarkable siccess 
in Palestine was achieved against a 
total strength of 100,000 Turks, ac- 
cording to unofficial dispatches. Fig- 
ures as to the number of men in the 
Turkish army in the Holy Land have 
hitherto referred merely tod. rifle 
strength. The Turks held positions of 
exceptional strafgth with three dines 
of well dug trenches and abundant 

etillery and machine gun protettion.

The hellish 
plot having been thatched, and every 
preparation made for the stroke al- 
ready decided on» she launched on 
Servia the ultimatum which made the 
Chancellorics of Europe aghast. An 
impossible ultimatum; an’ ultimatum 
of 48 hours. She was begged by all 
the foreign powers to at least extend 
the time for an answer, $0 that time 
might be allowed for negotiations to 
preserve peace. But she refused; not 
an hour. not a minute. She was bent 
to use her own phrase, on “chastis- 
ing” little Servia; and on the expiry 
of the ultimatum, prompt on the 
stroke of the clock, her ambassador 
left Belgrade, and her armies were 
set in motion, despite the united ef- 
forts of Europe to stay her.

--REGARDS.70 THE 
USE OF SUGAR 


‘Canada Food Board Order No. 60 
gives the following regulations re- 
garding the usé of sugar: 

‘No public eating place shall use 
more than ‘two pounds of sugar for 
every ninety meals served. 

2. No person shall use in the manu- 
facture of, 

a—Biscuits, or fruit, pound, layer, 
wine, sPonge cake. or any like pro- 
duct more than 4o pounds of sugar to 
100 pounds of flour. 

B~—Sweet dough products and pas- 
try more than 8 pounds of sugar to 
100 pounds of flour. 

*C—Cocoa-nut macaroons or fancy 
almond macaroons more than )40 per 
centum sugar. 

E—Bread and bread .rools, one half 
pound of sugar to 100 pounds of fhofr, 

3. No person shall use in the, manu- 
facture of: 

B.—Table syraps. compound honey, 
maple butter and maple syrup com- 
pounds or such like products, more 
than 50 per -centum of the average 
monthy consumption of sugar for the 
year 1917, ome-half of such sugar to 
be yellow or brown sugar. 

There are many other regulations 
but ¢hey apply to manufacturers of 
products using sugar.
